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tion to the numbers we get rid of; and thus they are allowed 
to go where, how, and whither they please, no matter at what 


risk to themselves, their children, or the little property they 
have scraped together, to warm a new hearth in another 


country. : 

This is plainly disgraceful. Bad ships, insufficient crews, 
half-rotten sails and rigging, leaky lifeboats (!), ignorant 
captains, and insufficient supplies,—these are the main features 
of a great number of our emigrant ships; and our only wonder 
is that we do not hear of more wrecks and disasters than 
we do, 

Such is the farewell which the mother country gives to the 
men and women who venture life and all to relieve her of a 
burden, to increase the industry and production of her colo- 
nies. ‘True, the impelling motive is to better themselves; but 
is not that a principle, and the first principle, of every act of 
life, no matter whether it proceeds from a beggar or a prime 
minister ? 

As usual in all questions of humanity, whenever her inte- 
rests are concerned, good policy is concerned too, It is but 
poor craft to say, ‘* We have got rid of so many hundreds of 
our surplus population, and we care not, now they are off our 
hands, what becomes of them.”’ An emigration of hundreds, 
or even of thousands, for a single year will little advantage us. 
The stream must be a strong and steady one to let us feel the 
benefit of colonies in the relief which they may yield us from 
our overgrown population, But what poor man will leave 
even this land of suffering to him, if the probabilities are ten 
against one that, before he can reach the promised Canaan, he 
will be wrecked through the rottenness of his ship’s timbers, 
the insufficient number or bad character of her crew, or the 
ignorance of her captain? No; he will rather drag on through 
semi-starvation, or even die at the workhouse-door, There, 
at least, there is some sort of hope, though not much; and thus 
between two difficulties the modern Britons ay exclaim with 
their progenitors of old, ‘‘ The barbarians (of the workhouse) 
drive us into the sea, and the sea drives us back on the 
barbarians.’’ 

It behoves the Government to consider well the nap 
cHARACTER into which emigrant ships are falling, Hitherto 
the difficulty has been to find enough of money to send out 
those persons who were willing to change their country. But 
a greater difficulty is daily and rapidly gathering head; and 
we shall soon find that, perhaps, with plenty of money to export 
men, we shall look in vain for the commodity. Even Misery 
has a spirit of hope that bears it up. Few men despair; but 
in the lowest depths of wretchedness look forward to some day 
in which the sun of prosperity shall not be wholly blotted out 
by misfortune. We repeat that they will rather remain upon 
the solid footing of land than go to sea in a cradle or a sieve, 
or some old tub which has been puttied and painted afresh, to 
look a good ship, 

‘* But in herself hath no sea-worthiness,”’ 


Every fresh disaster will add to this fair predilection ; and 
the time is not far distant when emigration and transportation 
will wear the common feature of compulsion, unless the former 
safety-valve gets out of order and grows useless altogether. 

The remedy is plain, and will appeal to the patronage-lust 
which is common to all Governments, In every port Jet an 
emigration: office be established, with the right to issue charters 
of emigration to all shipowners desiring them, upon proof, to 
the satisfaction of a jury of seamen, who shall be responsible 
for their verdict that the vessel proposed for the service is fit 
for it; that the crew engaged is numerically and otherwise 
sufficient, and headed by an experienced seaman for com- 
mander. The country will not grudge the expense of an esta- 
blishment so simple, effective, politic, and humane, 


COLLISIONS AT SEA, 

[We abridge from the Liverpool Albion the following sensible 
remarks on this important subject. The practice of the fishing- 
vessels of Newfoundland appears to us to resolve the difficulty 
without more argument. ] 


‘* Tt must be apparent to all who have read the full particulars of 


the collision, that the captain of the Charles Bartlett heard the sound 
of the steamer’s paddles, and was taking measures to avoid her, 
before they were aware of any danger on board the steamer, This 
evidently shows that nothing whatever is accomplished by the 
steamer making her approach known to the sailing-vessel, unless 
the latter can make herself known in return. The sound of the 
addles is, of itself, sufficient in foggy weather to give the alarm 
in time, as is found to be the case on the Banks of Newfoundland, 
where the crews of the fishing-vessels at anchor listen for it with 
eagerness, and, the moment they hear it, blow their foghorns loud 
enough to warn the steamer of their whereabouts, That almost any 
quantity of noise could be made on board the steamers there is but 
little doubt, though not with the steam-whistle; yet how would the 
passengers bear the fearful din of whistles, gongs, bells, and guns 
that would be constantly going on to the serious derangement of 
their nerves? Andthen, in the midst of such overpowering noise, 
how could the alarm be heard from another vessel, towards which 
they might be rushing with fearful speed? and thus the means 
suggested with a view to safety malght prove the cause of disaster, 
The evil—the chief evil—to be remedied is the silence of the sailing- 
vessel: it is she that must make her whereabouts known to the 
steamer ; for the latter nee avoid her, but she eannot avoid the 
steamer, as the case of the Charles Bartlett itself proves; for, if she 
could have warned the Europa of her presence when the paddles 
were first heard, we venture to assert no collision would have taken 
place, for the Halifax steamers have that peculiar advantage that 
their speed is instantly reduced i" the stoppage of the engine, A 
gun on board a sailing-vessel would be the best preeeey avon and, as 
the position of the steamers can be pretty well calculated, the gun 
could be got ready before crossing their track, while the duty of 
attending to it should devolve upon the officer of the watch, who, 
on the first sound of alarm, should fire it; the steamer’s duty would 
then be to stop, and all danger would be thus avoided, As for 
slackening the speed of her Majesty's mail, that is too important a 
matter to be treated lightly ; and, moreover, aa the strokes of the 
paddles will be heard further in proportltn as they strike the water 
the sharper, the warning would be earlier given by the steamer 
going twelves knots than elght and, therefcre, the faster they Bo 
with due precaution on board other vessels, the less the chance o

James Knox Polk, lately President of the 
United States, expired on the 15th day of 
June last. ‘Unlike his predecessors (ob- 
serves Mr, Bancroft, American Minister at 
the Court of St, James’s), he ended life before 
the evening of old age, but not before com~ 

leting an illustrious and memorable career. 

he judgment of his countrymen ever marked 
him out for high services, Raised succes- 
sively to the first places in the state—chair- 
man of the most et congressional 
committee, head of the House of Representa- 
tives of the whole American people, supreme 
magistrate in his own commonwealth, Pre- 
sident of the Federal Republic—he ever 
approved his fitness for the highest trusts, 
excelling not more in station than in labo- 
riousness, prudence, temperance, and forti- 
tude. He defined, established, and extended 
the boundaries of his country; he planted 
the laws of the American Union on the 
shores of the Pacific, His influence and his 
counsels tended to organize the national 
treasury on the principles of the constitu- 
tion, and to apply the rule of freedom to 
navigation, trade, and industry. Most be- 
loved where best known, he lived happily, 
and died in the midst of his country’s unex. 
ampled prosperity, which his own measures 
had contributed to establish,” 

This is a just picture of a very distinguished 
man, though to some Englishmen it ma 
seem exaggerated, by reason of the well- 
known Anti-Anglican prejudices of Mr, 
Polk. 

President Taylor, in announcing Mr, Polk’s 
death formally to the nation, stated that he 
did so with great regret, and made mention 
of him as one the recollection of whose long 
services in its councils would be for ever in- 
scribed on the tablets of history, and one who 
had been distinguished Pia highest honours 
which his country could bestow. The several 
departments were immediately placed in 
mourning, and official business temporarily 
suspended throughout the States, It had 
been. the intention of the late President to 
visit England and Europe during the next 
year. He died at the age of 54, and was the 
youngest President the Americans have had,

MUSICAL REVIEWS, 


The Evening Star, Written and composed by W.West. Price 2s. 
B. Williams, Paternoster-row,—This Pallad 1s in G, three-four 
time, and is exceedingly pleasing. It is of that class which 
has lately come much into fashion, and there is no great difficulty 
to be overcome either in the execution of the vocal part or of the 
accompaniment. In the latter there are two or three rather care- 
less bars, and which, in the next edition, should be amended. For 
instance, the IF in the bass, third bar, page 2, is not good ascending 
to the G, while the F in the treble is so strongly marked, ascending 
also toG, It would have been better to have repeated the D in 
the bass, and then to have descended to G. Again, the last three 
bars of the symphony, page 3, should be altered: the harmony of 
G followed by that of A minor forme perfect fifths; the same har- 
monies might have been employed, but taken in different positions ; 
in the last bar but two the bass should have been C, the first deriva- 
tion of A minor; and the bass of the last bar but one should have 
been D, 4 and 6 followed by the dominant seventh, resolving into 
the tonic in the last bar, 

The Butterfly and the Lily, Composed by W. West. Price 2s. 
B, Williams, Paternoster-row,—We do not admire this song 80 
much as the preceding one, by the same composer. The song 
being of a serious nature, and the time adagio, the very first bar 
has an almost comic effect by the word amet having notes so 
arranged to it that it sings thus: ‘A butter—fly bask’d.””

y Vasain that Masso Fimmeguerra accidentally discovered the 
method of applying engraved lines to the purposes of printing. 
The earliest engraved print with a date attached is a repre- 
sentation of St. Christopher, which is from a wood block, and 
dated 1423; but no impression from an engraved plate has 
been found with a date anterior to 1461, The invention of the 
art of etching on copperplates by means of aquafortis is 
claimed by Parmegiano ; but this claim by the Italian is not 
undisputed; it was certainly known in Germany before Par- 
megiano could possibly have practised it. Before, however, 
inquiring further into this subject, and considering the state of 
engraving in Germany, we will endeavour to instruct our 
readers in the method of etching, in order that, by practical 
knowledge, they may be able to apply the examples of the 
various masters which will afterwards be given.

TRANSFERRING THR OUTLINE TO THE PLATH, 

The best method of getting the subject transferred to the 
plate is to send a careful outline, either in pencil or red chalk, 
to a copperplate printer, who will slightly damp and pass it 
through the press. If this is not convenient, a piece of tissue 
paper may be rubbed with powdered vermilion, and fixed with 
the coloured side towards the plate.
